DETAILS: On 12/12/85, a chartered Arrow Airlines, DC 8, carrying 
248 passengers and a crew of eight, crashed and exploded within 
three quarters of a mile from the end of the runway after taking 
off from Gander, Newfoundland. The passengers were American 
Soldiers of the 10lst Airborne Division who were part of the 11 
nation multinational force and observers stationed at Sharm el 
Sheik in the Sinai. The flight by Arrow Air, a Miami-based 
airline, had taken off in Cairo, Egypt, refueled in Cologne, West 
Germany, and Gander, and was enroute to Fort Campbell, Kentucky. 


Upon arrival at the Dover AFB Mortuary Control Center 
on 12/16/85, the Disaster Squad was advised that bodies were 
being flown in from Gander, Newfoundland, for processing at the 
Dover Mortuary starting with two flights carrying ten bodies each 
that day. The following day, 12/17/85, there would be four 
flights carrying 36 bodies each. On 12/18/85, there would be two 
flights carrying 30 bodies each, and one flight carrying 32 
bodies. Arrangements had been made with all individuals 
participating in body identification, post-mortem examination and 
mortuary servicing of the bodies to process six bodies on the 
evening of 12/16/85 to test the system that had' been devised. 

The FBI Disaster Squad participated in this test by processing 
Six bodies for fingerprints and was able to identify five. The 
overall trial process did point out areas of confusion, and at a 
meeting in which the Disaster Squad was represented, suggestions 
were made for modifying and streamlining the overall processing 
System.

The following day, 12/17/85, the FBI Disaster Squad 
participated in the body processing, but the system was very slow 
and bogged-down due to differences in processing rates among the 
various stations doing the work. Over a 12-hour period, only 38 
bodies were processed by the Disaster Squad, although 24 bodies 
were identified, including that of the pilot of the aircraft. 
Again at a nightly meeting, discussions were held to try to work 
out problems that would allow greater numbers of bodies to be 
processed each day. There was a positive impact, in that the 
following day, 12/18/85, a total of 64 bodies were processed. On 
12/19/85, a total of 82 bodies were processed. The remaining 
bodies were then processed on 12/20/85. In total, the Disaster 
Squad processed 255 bodies and 37 body parts. Of that number, 
110 bodies and one body part were identified at the scene, and 
the Mortuary Control Center was advised of these identifications 
before the Disaster Squad departed. 


Because of the record keeping system maintained by the 
Disaster Squad, it was possible to advise the Mortuary Control 
Center that there was one body missing. This was later verified 
through the military record keeping system. Additionally, 
because the medical records of the Unit were on the same 
aircraft, the military had recovered only 46 dental records that 
could be used in the identification work. As a result, by the 
time the Disaster Squad departed Dover, only six identifications 
had been made through dental records. This meant that the 
fingerprint identifications were going to be, by-in-large, the 
only positive identifications made at this disaster. 


The Disaster Squad returned to FBI Headquarters after a 
brief final meeting on the morning of 12/21/85 with all available 
fingerprint data with which to continue to make identifications 
in the files of this Division. It is anticipated that a few 
additional identifications will be made as more detailed 
comparisons are- undertaken by the Latent Examiners here at 
Headquarters.

Dover Mortuary. The Disaster Squad was able to work with the 
remains of severely burned and dismembered bodies and effect 
positive identifications at the scene. Many of the bodies were 
forwarded from Gander, Newfoundland, with a notation by the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police that no fingerprints could be obtained. 
However, the Disaster Squad was able to make fingerprint 
identifications on many of these bodies. Their work was a 
continued source of amazement to the other individuals working in 
the Mortuary. Of the total number of bodies processed, 76 had 
neither hands nor feet. It was reported to us that one segment 
of the airplane containing approximately 100 individuals had 
burned for more than 20 hours before the fire could be 
extinguished. The remains the Disaster Squad had to work with 
were extremely poor. 


Final comparisons are being made in the Latent Finger- 
print Section, utilizing the fingerprint and footprint data 
brought back from Dover AFB. It is anticipated that this work 
will require the next several weeks to complete. At that time, a 
final report will be prepared and forwarded to the Armed Forces 
Institute of Pathology. It is our understanding that the Dover 
Mortuary is beginning to release bodies to the next of kin based 
on the Disaster Squad's fingerprint identifications.

The purpose of this addendum is to recommend that SA Charles D. 
Neudorfer, Automation and Research Section, Identification Division, also 
receive an incentive award for his leadership and other contributions to these 
identification efforts. This disaster resulted in the death of 248 members of 
the 101st Airborne Division and an airline flight crew of eight. The military 
records for these individuals were on board the aircraft, therefore, few 
positive identifications could be made by means other than fingerprint 
identification. As a result of the Squad's efforts, 110 bodies and one of the 
body parts were identified before the Squad departed Dover Air Force Base. 


The professional and efficient manner in which the Disaster Squad went 
about and completed its gruesome task was largely attributable to the 
leadership afforded by Section Chief Charles D. Neudorfer. During the early 
Stages of the identification effort, there was evidently a great deal of 
confusion. The processing examination system was very slow and bogged-down due 
to the different processing rates. Discussions were held to try to work out 
the problems that would increase the number of bodies to be processed each 
day. Because of Mr. Neudorfer's past experience in prior disaster efforts, he 
took the initiative to make suggestions for modifying and streamlining the 
overall identification processing system to all of the groups working on the 
bodies. As a result, the body processing procedure accelerated, thereby 


allowing the Disaster Squad to complete its processing efforts in a timely 
manner. 


In addition to his leadership role, SA Neudorfer's performance in 
supervising and contributing to the work of the Disaster Squad clearly exceeded 
the norms of his job description, therefore, he is very deserving of monetary 
recognition for his outstanding performance. 


RECOMMENDATION: That SA Charles D. Neudorfer, Automation and Research 
Section, Identification Division, be granted an appropriate incentive award for 
his exemplary performance in this disaster.
